tural exhibitions in wartime cannot 
be questioned go long as proper 
emphasis is placed on agricultural 
matters. 

For several years, the exhibit of 
Tho North-West Line Elevators 
Association has been among the 
most popular features at B class 
fairs. Y. e estimated that, in 1942, 
it attracted the attention of about 
50,000 persons. It has always 
combined useful information with 
attractive appearance, and this 
year is no exception. 

Food rationing has brought home 
0 all of us tho importance of ngri- 
culture in this war. Inefficiency in 
farm operations now means not only 
loss to tho farmer, but it actually 
hinders progress in defeating our 
enemies. This lias been kept in 
mind in designing tho exhibit. 

Through the generous co-opera- 
lion of tho Entomological Branch of 
the Dominion Department of Agri¬ 
culture, the exhibit includes a very 
interesting display concerned with 
warble flies. Specimens of damaged 
leather, figures 011 actual losses and 
control methods are included, and a 
new bulletin will bo distributed. 

The central part of the exhibit 
portrays the movement of food 
from the farm to tho fighting forces, 
and one wing is devoted to emerg¬ 
ency rations used in the army, navy 
and air force. Other features are 
weeds, soil erosion and ‘sound’ 
moving pictures.

Royal Canadian Academy and Handicrafts 





Arrr.^ml Bearings of Canada 

P^or llie first time since the Ruyal 
* Canadian Academy was establish¬ 
ed, in 1882, space in the Annual Aca¬ 
demy Show for 1943 will he allotted 
to Handicrafts. These will be assem¬ 
bled at Montreal from all over the 
Dominion by the Canadian Handi¬ 
crafts Guild ior the Guild’s own 
Show, and a selection will be made 
by an Academy Jury for the Aca¬ 
demy’s own Show which will be held 
in October at Quebec and then trans¬ 
ferred to Montreal in November. In 
addition to the usual crafts, special 
prizes are being offered by the Guild 
for a Victory Banner, suitable for 
display in churches and reproducing 
the Armorial Bearings of Canada in 
embroidery, applique, painted silk or 
woven tapestry. At the suggestion of 
the Academy, a new category has 


been introduced of Corporate Exhibits 
which may be submitted by such cor¬ 
porate bodies as ecclesiastical orders, 
convents and schools of art and handi¬ 
craft administered tinker provincial 
authority and like institutions, the 
exhibits to he submitted by the head 
of the institution or school. These 
corporate exhibits may include de¬ 
signs ior era flu well as execut¬ 

ed works. The Canadian Handicrafts 
Guild, which has I is headquarters in 
Montreal, was incorporated in 1906 
' and has branches or affiliated Socic- 
j lies in each of the Provinces of 
I Canada. It was delegated last year 
j by the Interdepartmental Committee 
I of tlie Federal Government at Ottawa 
I to assemble an Exhibit of Canadian 
j Handicrafts for the Women’s Inter¬ 
national Exposition of Arts and In- 
Idustrics at Madison Square Garden, 
New York. A number of the craft- 
workers in Canada have won inter¬ 
national recognition, such as Geneva 
Tent, of C lgary, for her embroidery; 
Doris le-Cocq, of British Columbia, 
i«»r glazed pottery exhibited at the 
Royal Academy in London, and Kjeld 
and Erica Dc.iehmar.:i, potters of Moss 
Glen. Ntv/ Brunswick. The Canadian 
Guild of Potters had an excellent 
exhibition of the work of its members 
recently in the Toronto Art Gallery. 
1 he Province of Q it bee has been u 
strong supporter ot tlie renaissance 
in handicraft, and has organized 
weaving in rural district* so exten¬ 
sively that there are now 60,000 
looms and 100,000 spinning wheels in 
use in that Province.
